Of all tb t* strange creatu res seen b y 
travelers u « it the least interesting is 
the w andering alb atross. 
This great, 
feathered w anderer, som etim es m eas­ 
u ring seventeen feet from tip to tip of 
its wings, will follow a ship for days 
a t a tim e. Horn« * travelers and sailors 
declare tha t they have seen a particu ­ 
lar b ird fly for weeks at a tim e w ith­ 
ou t ever b eing seen to alight u pon the 
waves. 
It not m erely follows the ship, hu t 
w heels in grea t circles arou nd it and 
ab ove it, high in the air, as if to show 
tha t it is not tired. 
Som etim es the 
b ird will b e seen to hang in the air 
w ith its w ings apparently m otionless, 
and the sailors say that then it is 
asleep. 
Not only in pleasant w eather will the 
alb atross follow a ship for days au d 
weeks, b u t throu gh the most terrific 
storm s it w ill continu e its u ntiring 
flights. 
In fact, to find an alb atross 
otherw ise than on the wing is hke 
finding a w easel asleep. 
Once a year the fem ale alb atross flies 
aw ay a few thou sand miles to the 
great, lonely island rock of T ristan 
d ’A cu u ha, w hich lifts its desolate head 
fa r in the sou th A tlantic, or t«> some 
equ ally rem ote place, and there lays 
one egg in the hollow of a rock. 
The alb atross has alw ays b een a b ird 
of m ystery, and in ancient tim es the 
people b elieved tha t these u nw earying 
sea b irds w ere the com panions of the 
G reek w arrior Dlomedes, who were 
said to have b een changed into b irds at 
the death of their chief. 
W hen America w as discovered and 
ships b egan to sail ab road to th« * P a­ 
cific ocean, to dou b le the Cape of Good 
Hope and to explore the “seven seas" 
generally, the old belief ab ou t the alb a­ 
tross had b een forgotten b y the sailors 
and explorers, b u t in their lou g and 
lonesome voyages 
over w aters which 
w ere cu t b y no keel b u t their owu au d 
u pon w hose vast expanse they saw no 
other sail b u t theirs the presence of the 
alb atross following the ship day afte r 
day b ecam e a great sou rce of com fort 
and com panionship. So it cam e to l>e a 
b elief that ill lu ck w ou ld follow any 
one who killed one of these b irds, and 
tha t b elief Is com m on am ong se afar­ 
ing men of this very day. Coleridge’s 
fu m ou s “Rhym e of the Ancient Marl 
u er” is b ased u pon this b elief. 
Thou gh the su perstition ab ou t the 
killing of an alb atross b ringing b ad 
lu ck is only a foolish one, it has serve« ! 
a u sefu l pu rpose for m any years in 
preventing the slau ghter of these 1» eau - 
tifu l and gallant b irds—the sailors’ 
friends and the landsm en’s wonder. 
Up in dreary K am chatka, tha t ou tly­ 
ing part of Sib eria w hich cu ts into the 
north Pacific, the natives, never aaving 
heard of the su perstition ab ou t the al­ 
b atross, catch him and eat him. 
Bu t 
his flesh make* su ch poor food that, 
after all, the legend may b e said to 
hold good, for ou e Is indeed in b ad iu « ii 
who has to m ake a m eal of him .—-

How They Are Mode u d How Tbey 
Are Applied on Tralaa. 
Every one has heard of the air brak e, 
and references to it are sure to be 
m ade w hen the su b ject of protection 
against railroad accidents is under dis­ 
cussion, hut lik e m any inventions in 
common use it is more or less of a 
m ystery, for which an explanation is 
dem anded from tim e to tim e. 
The m odern air brak e consists of 
tw elve parts, am ong which are the air 
pum p, which com presses the air; a 
main reservoir, in w hich the air is 
stored; the engineer’s b rlk e valve, reg­ 
ulating the flow of air; the train pipe, 
w hich connects the brak e valve w ith 
the triple valves under each car; the 
Quick action triple valve, controlling 
the flow of air to and from the auxil­ 
iary reservoir, which Is supplied from 
the m ain reservoir, and the brak e cyl­ 
inder piston rod, which is forced out 
w ard, thereby applying the brak es. 
The theory of the air brak e is the 
equalization of pressures. 
W hen the 
brak es ore not in action the pressure 
on the train pipe is m ade such as to 
prevent an escape of air from the aux­ 
iliary reservoir. 
W hen the engineer 
desires to 
m ak e an 
application 
of 
brak es he tu rns his b rak e valve so tha t 
there is a m oderate reduction of the 
pressure in the train pipe, 'ib is causes 
the greater pressure in the auxiliary 
reservoir to force air into the brak e 
cylinder, forcing the piston out and 
applying the brak es. 
W hen it is desired to release the 
brak es the engineer tu rns his valve in 
the opposite direction, perm itting the 
air to flow from the m ain reservoir, 
located on the engine, into the train 
pipe. WThen the pressure thus restored 
in the train pipe is increased above the 
pressure in the auxiliary reservoir cer­ 
tain valves are moved, com m unication 
is thereby restored betw een train pipe 
and auxiliary reservoir, the piston is 
forced to its norm al position, the air 
escapes from the brak e cylinder, and 
the auxiliary reservoir is recharged 
through the train pipe. 
Wrhen the train break s in tw o or a 
hose pipe connection is brok en it has 
the effect of a sudden and m aterial re­ 
duction of the pressure in the train 
pipe, the sam e as though the engineer 
had m ade an em ergency application. 
The sudden reduction of pressure also 
opens supplem entary valves, w hich in­ 
crease the pressure upon the brak e 
cylinder about 20 per cent. T he brak e 
shoes are attached to rods, w hich are 
in tu rn attached to the piston in such 
m anner tha t w hen the air from the 
auxiliary reservoir forces the la tte r out 
a pulling force is exerted upon the 
brak es.-C hicago Itecord-H erald.

D utchm an w as tha t described 
in the old Norse tradition of a vik ing 
who had sacrilegiously stolen a ring 
from the gods, and whose sk eleton w as 
ever afterw ard seen seated on the 
m ainm ast of a black spectral ship en­ 
veloped in fire, to behold w hich fore­ 
boded w reck and disaster.

And is called the C arm llhan. * * * 
• • * In tem pests she appears— 
W ithout a helm sm an steers. 
T radition says of this ship tha t a hid 
eons faced goblin Invariably sat on the 
bow sprit sm ok ing a horrid pipe filled 
w ith a m ore pernicious weed than to­ 
bacco, and ill betide the luck less vessel 
tha t encountered her, for 
Over her deck s the seas will leap. 
She m ust go down Into the deep 
And perish mouse and man. 
The uiost generally accepted version 
of the Flying D utchm an, however, is 
tha t of the pigheaded Dutch captain 
who sw ore he would round the Cape of 
Storm s in the teeth of a terrific hur­ 
ricane. 
IDs 
fatuous 
determ ination 
scared the crew out of their w its and 
culm inated 
in 
threats 
of 
m utiny. 
E ventually they becam e obstreperous, 
but the 
bold sk ipper, not daunted, 
clinched m atters by throw ing a few of 
them overboard and. terrifying the re­ 
m ainder, 
reiterated 
his 
oatli 
w itli 
treble violence. 
Then an apparition 
endeavored to turn him from his pur­ 
pose, to receive a most Impolite, not to 
say irreverent, reception. 
It doggedly 
p e r s iste d and so enraged the captain 
tha t he fired at it w ith his revolver. 
B ut instead of hurting the ghost the 
ball lodged In his own arm , at which 
m isfortune he. not unnaturally for a 
sailor and a D utchm an, becam e even 
more sacrilegious in his expressions. 
H e w as forthw ith condem ned to navi­ 
gate his vessel forever and ever, w ith 
gall to assuage his thirst, red hot iron 
for his hunger, forever sleepless and 
w ithout hope of arriving at port. 
By 
the aid of his friend Satan he w as able 
to bring about disasters and tem pests, 
and his ship w as 
‘the harbinger of 
w reck and woe” alluded to by Scott in 
“Kok eby.” 
The French equivalent of this ship 
w as the C ourier Ilollendais, w hich w as 
said to sail around the w orld.in tw elve 
hours, w ith terrible disasters follow­ 
ing iu her wak e. 
G erm an tradition is rich in phantom 
ships and toils of one on board of 
which w as a noblem an who had been 
forced to leave his fatherland because 
of a great crim e and who w as alleged 
to toss dice with the devil for his own 
soul, w hile another Teutonic creation 
w as a death ship w hich w as supposed 
to lie chock full of m urderers and crim ­ 
inals of the lowest order.

Block island, on the A tlantic coast 
of the U nited States, w as alleged to 
have its ghostly ship, w hich, rising iu 
three pyram idal flames into the repre­ 
sentation of a ship, w as supposed to 
lie a perpetual rem inder of the w ick ed­ 
ness of its form er inhabitants, w ho in 
the colonial days cruelly lured an im ­ 
m igrant ship oo to the rock s, w ltt 
great loss of life, and then looted and 
burm*I it. 
A nother phantom ship, so the story 
goes, appears occasionally off Cape 
d ’Kspoir, iu the bay of Gnspe, in the 
gulf of St. I.awrenee. She is crowded 
w ith 
soldiers, 
conspicuous 
am ong 
whom is an officer pointing shorew ard 
w ith one hand and supporting a w om ­ 
an w ith the other. Suddenly the lights 
go opt, there is a shrill cry. and the 
ship sink s. This is supposed to be the 
ghost of a B ritish transport w hich w as 
lost a t the tim e of the Anglo-French 
w ars in Canada.—London (» lobe.

This is the odds being offered by 
8 porting men, of New York who gen­ 
erally Ibefc to win, on Roosevelt. This 
has been the odds in betting circles 
for some time in the east. 
A New 
York dispatch this morning say s that 
it “ seems almost incredible, but it is 
true, that odds of 5 to 1 
od Roosevelt, 
so far as the general result is concern­ 
ed, should be constantly offered-with- 
out takers. Yet any man who has a dition of the 


olaimed tha t free trade—the words 
he probably had in his mind, but did 
not have the courage to spea k-is 
a “ cardinal principle of democracy ,” 
he would 
bava uttered a truth that 
has a smattering of sense in it, but to 
proclaim that the sole object of a 
great party is that of abolishing or 
modify ing a policy long established by 
the republican party which has re­ 
sulted in much benefit to the oountry , 
does not have the ring of statesman­ 
ship in it to any apparent extent. 
The democratic party has reformed 
the tariff a number of times, and In 
each effort the result has been distress 
among the laboring classes, destruc­ 
tion of manufacturing Interests, and, 
in short, hard times in every 
In­ 
stance. 
Let us go back a little, in tariff 
history in this country . 
The democratic legislation in 1846 
was a work of tariff reform intended 
to put an end to the tariff of 1842, 
passed by the whig party then in 
power, and which had brought good 
times throughout the country , until 
under Polk It was repealed. 
The democratic tariff reform of 1846, 
was very disastrous to the business of 
the country , as all democratic tariff 
reform measures have been. 
It was 
intended to forever settle protection 
by destroy ing it 
in this country . 
The result of this tariff reform re­ 
sulted in demonstrating that no such 
ruinous and destructive policy was 
ever put in operation in all the legis­ 
lative history of the country . 
The tenacious stupidity with which 
the democratic party in that day hung 
to tariff reform is only excelled by the 
absurdity of a continuance after so 
much experience. 
J ames Buchanan, a ty pical demo­ 
crat, in his annual message congratu­ 
lated the country upon the enactment 
of a free trade policy ; right in face 
of a distressed and poverty stricken 
nation, the result of such boasted 
reform. 
While working 
under this tariff 
reform policy , President Buchanan 
has this to say regarding the condition 
of the country from the effects of 
tariff reform. 
It is good reading for 
republicans today . 
In his annual 
message to Congress In 1857 President 
Buchanan said.

night, howev er, symptoms of small­ 
pox appeared and the health officer 
was called in.

Mr. Hammend was tak en to his home 
in Chicago, and the room at Heck 
Hall thoroughly 
fumigated.

case is a mild one. and Acting Presi­ 
dent Holgate suggested that all new 
students who hav e not been v accinat­ 
ed should hav e the m atter attended 
to a t once.”

An y sm all pocketkn ife can be used for 
cuttin g provided it has a good sharp 
poin t an d is com fortable to hold. Some 
of the sm all erasin g kn ives w ith lon g, 
slen der ban dies are ex cellen t for the 
purpose. The cuttin g can best be don e 
on a sheet of heavy cardboard laid flat 
on a Arm table. 
A full sized sketch of the design hav­ 
in g beeu made, It m ust then be draw n 
com plete on the waterproof paper. 
In 
m akin g the design It is n ecessary to 
leave w hat are called “ties.” which are 
sm all spaces in the design which hold 
the steucil together. 
In the ex am ples 
given here it will be n oticed th at lin es 
which should be con tin uous are broken 
here an d there, an d these breaks are 
for the purpose of holdin g the sten cil 
together. 
It Is n ot advisable to make 
the sten cils more than twelve or fifteen 
In ches square, as If they exceed this 
they will be somewhat un man ageable 
on the wall.

As a separate 
sten cil is n ecessary to r each color used 
on ly the leaf an d stem part of the pat­ 
tern will be cut o n the first sheet. This

the waterproof paper exactly the same 


size as the first, an d with a pen cil the 
cut out parts are marked on the un der 
sheet, thus givin g the ex act position 
for the blossoms. These must then be 
drawn in on tbe secon d sheet an d cut 
through in the same man n er as before. 
Hie two sten cils are then complete an d 
ready for use on the wall. 
A sten cil brush can be procured at 
an y large hardware store an d is a short 
han dled, roun d brush with short bris­ 
tles. Tbe color used Is ordin ary calci­ 
min e tin ted to the desired shade with 
powder color an d mixed somewhat 
thicker than for ordin ary use. In work­ 
in g with the brush an d color great care 
must be taken n ot to get too much col­ 
or in the brush. Use a little of the col­ 
or at a time, poured in to a shallow tin , 
such as a can ister lid. an d even then 
the brush should be wiped almost dry 
or it will cause tbe color to run un der 
the sten cil an d form a blot 
Hold the sten cil witli on e han d in po­ 
sition on the wall, an d with the other 
rub the color through the open in g just 
sufficien t to tran sfer the pattern to the 
wall.
